ST. JOHN'S CHURCH. 
WHAT Is TO BE DONE wits It. 

Mention was made a couple of weeks ago of 2 
bili fled by tbe Berkshire Life-Insurance Com- 
pany to foreclose the mortgage held by it ou the 
property of N. John’s Episcopal Church, near 
the corner of Ashland avenue aud Madison 
street. ‘Tnis mortgage is for $39,000, and was 
made May 23, 1871, to run Gve years. Ten in- 
terest notes were given at 8 per cent, payabie 
semi-annually, each amounting to $1,200, with 
the usual condition that upon failure to pay any 
note the Iusuranee Company mighi elect to de- 
clare a forfeiture of the whole sum. Four of 
these notes were paid, and two are in default, 
leaving due is addition to the principal, 
noue of whieh bas been paid. 
two 1,200 notes, $683.44 balance of 
4 partially paid note, and also the interest on 
1,200 from May 28, 1675, and om $638.44 from 
April 26, 1875. No provision has been made for 
the payment of the principal, and the question 
arises whether it will be possiLie for the eongre- 
gation of St. John's Church to preserve its prop-

EPISCOPAL. 
OF FOND DU LAC. 

New York nme. : 

The Rev. J. H. Hobart Brows, &. T. D., Res- 
tor of St. John's Cautch, Cohdes, who has been 
elected Bishop of the sew Diocese of Fond du 
Lac, was bora in this city, aud is in his 44th 
year. Heiss gradtate of the General Theological 
Seminary of New York, and 4 Dostor, of Sa 
ered Theology of Racine Coliege, Wisconsin, Dry 
Brown was ordaitied deacon in 1884. In ths 
first vear of bis ministry he fonnded aud organ- 
ized the parish now known as Emmanuel Church, 
Brooklyn. Subsequently he became Rector of 
Old St. George’s Church, Beekman street, New 
York, and for some years was actively engaged 
in the large missionary work which pértained to 
that parish. Eariy in 1863 he eavumed the rector- 
ship of St. Johns Church, Cohoes, and became 
identified with the missionary work of the north- 
ern bart of the Diocess of New York. He has 
deen deeply interested in the organization of 
the Diocese of Albany, and has performed a 
laree share of diceesan work. At present he 
Archbishop of the Convocation of Albany, Sec- 
rotary of the Standing Committ delegate to 
the General Oonvenijon, Sid ‘& member 
Several importact committecs, 
i bis administration Ss. John’s 
Cohoes,. has become one of 
important parishes in the Diocese. Through 
the energy and zeal of Dr, Brown, says the Troy 
Times, the present church ediice and rectory 
have been erected at à cost of about $70,000, 
The Diocese of Fond du Lat, recenth formed 
from the Diceese of Wisconsin, is territérialiy 
about the sizeof the Diese of Albany. It 
pumbers about thirty-eight parishes and mis- 
sion-siaiious, and has about twenty-three clergy 
actively at work.

A case of gross violation of law, and of 
criminal carelessness as now appears, yester- 
day resulted in the instant desth of an old 


and valued citizen, Mr. Nzxem1an Hovonrox, 


who was run over by a locomotive and killed 
while crossing a railway track. It is stated 
that the train was running at the reckless 
speed of 20 miles an hour along one of the 
main thoroughfares of the city. The en- 
gineer and conductor were at once arrested 
on a charge of murder upon complaint of 
a son of the deceased, and have been 
held to bail for trial in the Criminal 
Court in bail of $3,000 each upon the charge 
of manslaughter. The ordinance restricting 
railway cars to a speed of 6 miles an hour 
within the city limits has practically become 
a dead letter, but it has usually happened 
heretofore that the friends of persons maimed 
or killed at railroad crossings were unable to 
bear the expense of a successful criminal 
prosecution. In this last sad ease, however,

NEW JERSEY CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND- 
MENTS 


At the recent New Jersey election the eon- 
stitutional amendments submitted to the peo- 
ple were carried by @ very large majority, 
with the exception of one providiag for a 
uniform assessment of property at its actual 
value. This was adopted by a comparatively 
small majority. 

The last Constitution of New Jersey was 
adopted in 1844. The present amendments 
have been before the people for two or three 
years. They were prepared bya Commission 
which gave several months to the work. 
They then received the consideration and ap- 
proval of two Legislatures, and have finally 
been adopted by an unusually large majority. 
It is creditable to the sense of the New Jer- 
sey people that the amendment which re- 
ceived the largest vote was that providing an 
efficient system of free public schools, and 
prohibiting the donation of land or appropris- 
tion of money, either by the State or any mu- 
nicipal corporation, to or for the use of any 
society, association, or corporation whatever.” 
This not only prohibits any diversion of the 
school funds toany religious denomination or 
sect, but also forbids it in the case of any lay 
association. The comprehensiveness of this 
prohibition probably deprived the amend- 
ment of many votes which it would have re- 
ceived if it had been directed merely against 
a division of the school funds among religious 
denominations. Notwithstanding this, the 
amendment received nearly 45,000 majority. 
It is entirely right. There is no more reason 
why the Odd Fellows, or Free Masons, or 
some association that might have some spe- 
cial educational hobby to encourage, should 
be permitted to enjoy any portion of the 
school fund than there is why a religious sect 
should possess a part of it. The same argu- 
ment applies to both cases, The publie 
schools must be kept entirely free from par- 
tisan influences of all kinds, if the integrity 
of the system is to be preserved. 

Many of the amendments adopted in New 
Jersey were modeled after the provisions of 
the Illinois Constitution. Notable among 
these are the following: No county, city, 
town, township, borough, or village is per- 
mitted to loan its money or credit to or in aid 
of any individual, association, or corporation, 
or become interested in any stocks or bonds 
of a private corporation or association. The 
Illinois prohibition of amending existing 
laws by reference to the title is likewise 
copied. Special legislation is prohibited in 
the matter of granting charters, and other 
matters affecting the general public. The 
Governor is given the privilege of vetoing 
any single item in appropriation bills. A 
salutary change is the repeal of the per & 
compensation to members of the Legislature, 
and substituting therefor a payment of $500 
per annum, be their sessions long or short. 
This is intended evidently to save the State 
the expense of protracted and useless ses- 
sions. It seems strange to note that New 
Jersey has only now erased the word white 
from the provision governing the right of 
suffrage in that State. It shows that it is 
not alone great bodies that move slowly. 


THE ‘‘ STAATS-ZEITUNG’S” POLITICS. 

The Staats-Zeitung has left the Republican 
perty and it refuses to join the Democratic 
party. For the present its polities evidently 
begins and ends with running Mr. Hzesmre for 
County Treasurer. All other questions are 
subordinated to this purpose. This uncom- 
fortable constraint forces the Staats-Zeitung 
to indorse the administration of local affairs 
by the People's () Party for the past two 
years, and appeal to the Germans on an issue 
which does not exist. It believes that the 
only way to elect Mr. Hramo County Treas- 
urer is to maintain the combination of two 
years ago, and for this purpose it is willing 
that Chicago shall be plundered and dis- 
graced within the next two years as badly 
as within the past two years It is 
willing to utilize the disreputable classes, 
and give them full representation in 
the City and Oounty Government, in 
order that Mr. Hamma may avail himself 
of the fat office whieh he covets. It is prob- 
ably on this account that the Staats. Zeitung 
treats the approaching election uncandidly 
and unfairly. Mr. Hzsme has a right to be 
a candidate for the County Treasurership, and 
to be elected if he can. There are worse men 
than he aspiring to that office. Taz Tarsunz’s 
objection is not to his candidacy, but to the 
organization of a local bummer party, made 
up of the worst elements of society, for the 
sole purpose of securing offices and plunder, 
and preying on the remainder of the commu- 
nity. It grieves Tun Imo te see the 
Staats-Zeitung and its manager acting with 
and giving aid and comfort to such a disrep- 
utable combination. 

The Staate-Zeitung began a few days ago 
to impress upon the Germans that the Sun- 
day-beer question is as much an issue to-day 
as it was two years ago! This is not the 
case, and we fancy the Staats-Zeitung knows 
it perfectly well. The present indications 
are that the only contesting parties in the 
approaching local election will be the Re- 
publican party and a foreign combination 
which has not yet selected a name. Now the 
Republican party has never advocated the 
Sunday ordinance, That issue was fought 
out two years ago by two opposing forces 
especially organized for the purpose, and 
each counted both Republicans and Democrats 
in its ranks. If the German Republicans had 
not voted with the People’s Party, it would

forms, does not promise tocorrect any abuses, 
does not give the guarantee of any responsi- 
ble party, but simply indorses the present 
mismanagement of local affairs, and seeks a 
renewal of the spoils of office. Our experi- 
ence with the Germans does not warrant the 
belief that such an appeal will meet with any- 
thing like a hearty response from them. 

The most ridiculous thing the Staats- 
Zeitung has done lately is to criticise Tux 
Tumor because it has indorsed the honest- 
money platform of the New York Democracy, 
and in the next column denounces the local 
corruptionists who call themselves the Peo- 
ple’s Party. We see no inconsistency in all 
this. When the Democratic party does an 
honest thing, we know of no reason why we 
should refuse it an acknowledgment. But 
how does this concern the People's Party, or 
Mr. Hestxro, or the Staats.Zeitung? 
They have all refused to nominate 
a Democratic ticket and to join 
the Democratic party. They have 
but one object in view, and that is the pos- 
session of the local offices. They shape all 
their purposes and bend all their energies in 
this direction. What on earth have they in 
common with the Democratic party of New 
York on the currency question? In fact, if 
a vote were taken on this issue among the 
People’s Party, outside the German Republic- 
ans, we are strongly of the opinion that it 
would be for inflation and repudiation by 
about ten to one. The position of the Staats- 
Zeitung on this subject is simply ridiculous. 
It pretends to favor honest money, but it in- 
siste upon the maintenance of a dishonest 
local organization that has no sympathy with 
honesty of any kind, and has no higher aim 
than the spoils of local office and the plun- 
der that can be squeezed out of the tax- 
payers. 


WORK FOR THE CITIZEN® ASSOCIATION. 

President MacV Non, in his recent annual 
address, reminded the Citizens’ Association 
that there is still much work for them to do 
to protect the tax-payers from fraud and im- 
position. A casein point is the recent pur- 
chase by the County Commissioners of WN 
manws & Tue abstract-books, for which 
the Commissioners agreed to pay $45,000 of 
the public money. If this money has not 
been actually puid over, the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion may possibly save it to the county by 
suing out an injunction against ita payment, 
on the ground that the purchase was in viola- 
tion of the law. Pending this temporary m- 
junction, it is probable that the Association 
may collect evidence that there was unlaw- 
ful influence used to induce the purchase, 
and that the article sold is not worth any- 
thing like the amount of money agreed to be 
paid for it. We are of opinion that it can be 
shown that the stuff which the County Com- 
missioners are paying $45,000 for is not 
worth to the county more than 3 cents a 
pound, or whatever the current price of old 
and used paper may be. We believe that the 
Citizens’ Association may not only save the 
$45,000 of purchase money, but perhaps 
$200,000 which will be expended under the 
authority given by the County Board to con- 
tinue the work, which is said to be so framed 
that men may be employed and paid by the 
county to put in shape the very books which 
have already cost the county $45,000. In or- 
der to accomplish the defeat of the scheme, 
however, it will be necessary for the Citizens’ 
Association to go at the work without delay, 
ne the corrupt ring in the Board of Commis- 
sioners yesterday afternoon rushed through a 
vote directing the Clerk to draw an order on 
the County Treasurer for the entire amount 
of the purchase-money, $45,000. It is prob- 
able, however, that a day or two will neces- 
sarily elapse before the money will actually 
be paid over, and if action is taken to-day in 
the matier of the temporary injunction it is 
possible yet to defeat the consummation of 
the job. 

It seems, in the first place, that the County 
Commissioners exceeded their authority in 
purchasing what Wriumanns & Taretces had 
to sell. The law under which they acted 
was the Recorder's act of 1874. This pro- 
vides that the County Board may order ab- 
stract-books to be made up from the records 
of the county; it does not confer authority 
so purchase books which some outsider may 
have put together. The Board, moreover, has 
only authority to procure books that may be 
made up from the records, while alarge portion 
of those bought from Wiimanns & Tu1ercKe 
cover the judgments, court records, and tax- 
sales, If these were thrown out, as they 
must be under the law, it would be found 
that the Board had paid $45,000 for a few 
books which could be written up in the Re- 
corder’s office at an expense of certainly not 
more than $10,000, This is the law-point in 
the case, and will serve to bring the matter 
into court; once there, there is little doubt 
that the transaction will be made to reveal 
some corrupt practices which ought to be ex- 
posed for the public benefit. 

If these books were all that they claim to 
be, they would be of no use to the county 
for the following reasons: 1. They would 
not be accepted as evidences of title, since no 
responsibility would attach to the abstracts is- 
sued from the Recorder’s office. 2. They are 
conspicuously incomplete as indices for 
reference, and it would be impossible in nine- 
ty-nine cases out of a hundred to make a com- 
plete abstract of title. 3. If it were desira- 
ble that there should be such abstract-books 
in possession of the county as the law 
authorizes, which is doubtful, these books 
could be prepared in the Recorder’s office at 
one-fourth the cost of the books which have 
been bought. It is for the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion to discover the frauds incident to this 
purchase, the uselessness of which has been 
repeatedly demonstrated ; and the best way 
for them to proceed is to enjoin the payment 
of the money. 


PROTECTIVE WARD CLUBS. 

As we are expected to have a city election 
this fall, it is important that it should be an 
election and not a farce like the charter elec- 
tion of April 23 last.

cised this peculiar privilege. 

During the day these manipulutors of the 
ballot-box are kept well posted as to the 
number of votes cast for their ticket in other 
wards and precincts, and, if the repeating is 
judged insufficient, stuffing and falsifying re- 
turns to the required number is resorted to. 
It is a sure thing. 

Now, what should the citizen’s duty be in 
regard to this state of things in a matter that 
bears so directly upon the best interests of 
our city? Property, personal safety, and 
public morals are subject to the inflnence and 
control of a class of men destitute of com- 
mon honesty and moral decency. It should 
be perfectly plain to all that simply going to 
the polls and voting, even for good men, will 
not defeat such villainous scheming. [If al! 
right-minded men ‘would vote, it would bea 
great gain, but nothing short of organization 
and thorough, determined work previous to 
and on the day of election will ever relieve 
us from corrupt officials and bad govern- 
ment. 

To work effectually, there should be an or- 
ganized club in every ward, numbering 200 
or more of the honest citizens, and every 
member should devote the entire day of elec- 
tion to the protection of the ballot-box and 
securing an honest vote. There are plenty 
of such men in each ward who can give that 
much time once a year for so worthy an ob- 
ject. The work must be prompt and 
thorough. A sufficient number must be at 
each precinct on or before the opening of the 
polls to enforce legal procedure. Reliable 
challengers must be placed insida, to challenge 
suspicions voters, and watch the box vigi- 
lantly till the votes are counted and the re- 
turns made up as the law provides may be. 

What is the giving of a few evenings’ time, 
perhaps a trifling sum of money, and the 
entire day of election, in order to relieve the 
people from the rule and ruin of our present 
disgraceful and dangerous city and county 
officials, compared with the results which 
might certainly be attained? We have some 
honest men in office; but they are powerless 
against the rings and cliques, and neither do 
they seem to have the support and sympathy 
of the people. 

Inevitably it is organized, effective work 
soon, or ultimately a Vigilance Committee. 
Is it not wiser to take reason pains to 
enforce the entirely adequate election laws 
than to continue to neglect such an impor- 
tant duty till violent remedies are unavoid- 
able? The time required and the light ex- 
pense, when properly divided, will not seri- 
ously burden any man. 

That we have pure elections is of vital 
interest to all, not less to the laboring classes 
than to the tax-payer. The theory of our 
system of Government is based upon the 
purity of elections, and its success or failure 
depends upon this test. Who can be more 
interested in the success of our Government 
than the classes that are said to be most 
oppressed in other countries ? 

Let us make the appeal to all honest and 
patriotic citizens, since all are vitally inter- 
ested.

The cable dispatch from Liegnitz, in 
Silesia, which appeared in the last issue of

But we have reason to be thank- 
ful that the State Board has abated in its zeal 
to tax the people of this city, Last year, the 
State Board thus equalized the value of prop-

The reduction in the whole State is $81,- 
000,000, of which $72,850,000 have been 
taken from Chicago. 

This equalization does not include railroad 
property of any kind. The valuation of rail- 
road property in this eounty is apportioned 
all over the State. 

The peculiar process by which under the 
law the State Board has to determine valua- 
tions produces some singular results. In 
Cook County, improved lands (that is, farms) 
are assessed at an average of $85.80 an acre, 
while unimproved farms are assessed at 
$75.50 an acre, All the town and city lots in 
the State, outside of this county, are assessed 
at an average value of $95.50 each, while in 
Cook County the average price is $443.50 
each. 


THE SCHOOL QUESTION IN NEW JERSEY.
